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Worth Looking Into. 


The foiTiial offer of the Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana Trac- 
tion company just submitted to the board of public Avorks in which it 
indicates its willingness to take over the task of lighting Fort 
;\Yayne's streets for the term of ten years at a figure which it declares 
will save the city something more than $39,000 per annum during 
that time, is worth looking into. It is on its face a square business 
proposition, and even the most pronounced friend of the municipal 
lighting proposition will insist that the situation be analyzed in order 
that the people may know which is the better for them—not on 
paper showing, merely, but In actual practice^ with all the dips, sf^urs 
and angles thereunto appertaining. 


The traction company makes the contention that the figures of 
the city authorities showing a very considerable saving in the cost 
of street lighting as a result of the construction of the municipal 
plant are misleading because of a failure to take cost charges into 
proper account in its computations, and that as a matter of fact the 
municipal 
seiwice is not so cheap as it seems. 
The traction 
company was reluctant, of course, to see Fort Wayne embark in the 
municipal lighting enterprise, and its experts conducted a campaign 
of publicity designed to discourage the construction of the system. It 
is still ablo to see it only as a losing game for the city. Yet the sys- 
tem was installed in response to a very plain and very overwhelming 
popular demand, and there has been no indication that the people 
have either changed their mind or regretted their action. They are 
still the staunch friends of the municipal lighting idea. 


But the proposal of the traction company is too definite and its 
promises of saving to the people as a plain business proposition too 
important to be ignored. Their figures as to the costs of the munic- 
ipal system are either accurate or inaccurate. Either the city or the 
lighting coi-poration is i]i eiTor as to the net showing made by the 
city's plant—a variance that arises from the question of what con- 
stitutes expense that should be taxed against receipts for the service 
rendered. On its face the offer of the traction company is entitled to 
^inbiased consideration. 


The new mothers' pension law, enacted by the last session of the 
Kansas legislature, is apparently being ignored in that state, some 
sixty out of the one hundred and five counties refusing to comply 
with its provisions. In taking such a course, too, these sixty Kansas 
counties are setting an extremely bad example that is likely to show 
more serious fruits a little later. It is brooding a mild variety of an- 
archy by ignoring a law which it doesn't happen to like instead of 
Betting out to secure its xepeal. 
Nothing is more inimical to good 
government than the practice of permitting either counties or indi- 
viduals to elect for themselves which laws they will observe and 
which they will simply ignore. 


The courts at Grand Rapids have just held that the government 
has established no ground for the extradition of half a dozen or more 
men from Michigan for trial on charges of responsibility in connec- 
tion with the Eastland disaster at Chicago—and for a time immediate- 
ly following the horror it seemed that it was going to be difficult 
for any citizen of either Illinois or Michigan would have a difficult 
time in escapmg at least some measure of blame for the horror. 


Prof. Louis W. Fairfield, ofAngola, candidate for the republican 
nomination for congress, is credited with having declared in an ad- 
dress at Kendallville that "you can't laugh Woodrow Wilson off 
the map nor lay him aside with a sneer."

That 
the 
qualities 
of 
stimulation 
should be demonstrated on the fightintf 
men siiould commend the beverage to 
those enjs;agcd in the pursuits of peace 
in those parts oí the world where Mars 
does not now rule. 
While alcohol may 
fire the brain and dull the sensibilities 
and thus impart a false courage, milk, 
according to the learned scientists of 
the 
Pasteur 
institute, 
performs 
the 
work of keying up the individual with- 
out affecting the keenness of his senses 
nor the coolness of his judgment. 
Thia 
is necessary to the mode of warfare 
which this war has exemplified, but it 
is no less necessary to the man workinji 
in the office, in the studio, in the mill, 
on tlie farm or elsewhere i» the battle 
for a living. 
High courage and a cleai 
perception of what they are doing is 
necessary for the best Avork in all the 
arts and professions, as well as in tiie 
handicrafts and in trade. 


This fluid hitherto has been, consider- 
ed synonymous with all that is mild 
and peaceful. 
Advocates of prepared- 


ness have referred to "those milk-and- 
water pacifists." 
The "milk of human 
kindness" has no suggestion of powerful 
stimulation.

Resolutions governing the license re* 
quirements for teaching domestic sci- 
ence and agriculture in the schools of 
Indiana have been passed by the state 
board of education 
and forwarded to 
County Superintendent D. 0. McComb. 
They are as follows: 


Whereas, the license requirements at

Wliy should Fort ^VaynC" mark t'uvj 
scene of Harjnar's defeat? 
The ques- 
tion is often 'asked since Mary Penros« 
chapter, Daughters of American Revo 
lution, inaugurated its plans to place u 
suitable tablet or monument or marker 
at the historic .spot In almost the very 
center of Fort Wayne, where the saii- 
Kuinary battle was fougiit more than 
one hundred years ago. A glimpse back- 
ward 
into 
Fort 
Wayne 
history 
sup- 
plies a completely satisfactory 
answer 
to the query. 


"A clear conccption of the significanc<i 
of the battle which has come to bd 
known in history as 'Harmar'a Defeat,' 
can be gained only through a study of 
conditions on the site of Fort Wayn<; 
preceding the conflict." says B. J. Gris- 
wcld, who has devoted much time to a 
i-tudy of the subject. 


"The Revolution had dosed, but the 
British refused to give up thoir rich 
fur trading grounds, of which the site 
of Fort AN'nyno was the center. 
Two 
large, thriving i'rcucli towns 
occupied 
th(-> lands at the contlupiice of the St. 
Clary's 
and 
St. .losep-j rivers at 
the 
time, one in Lakeside and the other in 
Spy Run, and here were brought by the 
savages scores of victims of their raids, 
Americans, who were ofttimes tide to 
the stake and burned to death, after 
which the cannibalistic feasts of the In- 
diana lasted for several days at a time. 
Up the St. Joseph were several villages 
of the savages, while a strong town of 
the Shawnees, called Chillicothe, occu- 
pied both banks of the Maumee about 
two miles down the stream from the 
confluence of the St. Joseph and the St. 
]\[ary's. 
Other 
villages 
occupied 
the 
high banks of the St. Mary's near the 
old poor farm. 


"At the time of General Harmar's ad- 
vance upon thp Indian towns, acting un- 
dcir the orders of 
Washington, 
there 
were living on or near the site of Fort 
Wayne 
the bloodthirsty 
(iirtys, 
John 
Kinzie, several families of the Lasselles 
and perhaps fifty other families of tho 
Froiicli, besides 
Chiefs 
Little 
Turtle, 
LcGris, Pecanne. The Snake, Blue Bird, 
The Soldier, and others. 
All of thetse 
were 
bitter 
British 
partisans — the 
Frencrh 
who 
wanted 
their 
fur 
trade 
protocted so the Indians could give their 
attention to trapping instead of 
fight- 
ing, and tlie Indians because they had 
been 
led to believe tliat 
Washington 
Mas trying to steal their lands. Honest- 
ly, wn have no conception of the hor- 
rors wliich were the every-day life of 
these 
people. 
I 
could give you 
the 
names of man.v of these poor victims 
wliose lives were destroyed here or in 
tlie raids upon tlie settlements 
which 
were sent out from here, but it is suf- 
ficiently 
lioartrending to 'picture 
the 
scalp dances of those savages, as de- 
scribed to us by eye-witnesses, as they 
exulted over the sufferings of their in- 
nocent victims. 


it WHS this sort of thing that 
Washington couldn't stajid for. 
So he 
directed Cloycrnor St. Clair to send Gen- 
eral 
Jo.siali 
Harmar, 
commander-in- 
cliief of tlie armies of the United States, 
to proceed to tlie site of Fort W^ayne 
and 
give 
battle 
to 
the 
savages 
and 
their M'liite allies. 


"'J'lie story in detail would require too 
inucli* of \i>ur time and the space, so 
I'll cut it sliort. 
Tt isn't a, pleasant 
storv, anyway—but it's ours. 
The ad- 
vance portion of the troops, which had 
yoiui out 
from 
Cincinnati. October 
4, 
1700, rciiclicd the site of Fort 
Wayne 
before tlie 
main 
army. 
Tiie 
inhabi- 
tants had fled in disorder, after burning 
«11 of tlic lioii.«('> irr tlic Lakeside vil- 
latje. A detaclimciiL under Colonel John 
Hardin. 
liicli was trying t^) locate tlTe 
ciK-ainpment of the scattered 
Indians, 
was led into a tr,'i|) several miles north 
- noiiv flio present Heller's Corners—and 
tlieii; (ifvurrc-d one of the bloodiest am- 
buscades in Ainerii-iui History. 
Two of- 
ficers escapod, one by hiding behind a 
k)g, and another by dashing 
into 
a 
.swamp, where he stood in the freezing 
<-ol<l water iin to his chin for several 
hours within a few yards of the scene 
of thf savage i-elebration. 


••The armv was in a very deplorable 
condition, 
anyway—nearly

untrained--and this lirst set-back caus- 
ed many more to desert and make their 
way back through the forests to the 
Oliio river. 
Harmar, himself, who wa.s 
waiting in the present Lakeside, imme- 
diately 
removed 
hi.s troops down

cided to give up the attempt and take 
his riff-rafT followers back to Cincin- 
nati 
(Fort Washinjiton). 
The 
arnly 
moved slowly to a point about seven 
miles 
southwest of the site of 
Fort 
Wayne—having 
first 
destroyed 
158 
buildings which the French and Indians 
had left standing—and there went into 
camp for the night. 
Hardin, stung to 
desperation by the defeat at Heller's 
Corners, called on Harmar and request- 
ed that the general allow him to return 
to the villages and give the savages a 
final 
whipping 
and 
thus 
accomplisa 
the object of th^? campaign. 
This, the 
general reluctantly decided to do. 
St.< 
hundred picked men were chosen, tlw 
regtilars under Major Wyllys and the 
militia 
tmder 
Majors Hall, McMulIen 
and Fontaine. 
The idea was to reach 
the high ground near the present Ea.s« 
Washington street and Harmar street 
about 
daylight, surround the 
villages 
before being discovered, and catch the 
savages in Lakeside in a deadly cross- 
fire. 
The plan might have worked out 
splendidly but for two things: 
First, 
the army arrived too late—it was broad 
daylight. 
Second, one man 
disobeyed 
orders and the whole plan went wrong. 


"Major Wyllys arranged the plan. 
It 
was decided that Major Hall, bringing 
his troops Avestward through the pres- 
ent center of the city of Fort Wayne, 
should cross the St. Alary'.s at the ford 
near the present Wells street bridge, 
and then secrcte his men in the woods 
near Spy Run creek. 
Hall was to have 
stayed there until he heard the sound 
of battle to the soiithward and then 
close in on the .savages from the west. 
All of the other troops were to have 
held together and circled 
about 
the 
south, the east, and finally the north, 
and thus close in from all sides. 


"The Indians, as expected, had re. 
turned to their ruined villages, and were 
so busy digging up buried treasure that 
they failed utterly to discover the pres- 
ence of the troops. 
Suddenly, Hall's 
men, disobeying orders, opened fire on a 
lone savage. 
Immediately the Indians 
scattered in all directions to ascertain 
the cause of the alarm. 
WVH.ys, LaFon- 
taine and McMullen, unprepared to ad- 
vance, were forced into the battle soon- 
er than the plan contemplated. The reg- 
iilars, under Wyllys, attempted to cross 
the Maumee into Lakeside, and, being 
deserted by 
McMullen 
and 
Fontaine, 
who chased off to the eastward, almost 
the entire command was shot down in 
the 
river. 
Little Turtle's braves ad- 
ministered this terrible baptism of fire 
and bullets. 
In 
the meantime, 
Fon- 
taine and ]\IcMullen headed off the sav- 
ages and drove them to the weatward, 
toward the St. .Joseph above Tennessee 
avenue, where the red men attempted 
to escape into the present Spy Run but 
were met by Hall's troops. 
"The fighting 
hero was 
fierce—Fontaine 
and 
many 
others lost their 
lii'es here—but 
the 
savages were terribly torn up, and when 
the whites recovered their senses they 
foimd themselves practically alone upon 
the field of the struggle. 


'•'From this time, there was a rapid 
gathering together of the wounded and 
a 
retreat 
to 
Harmar's 
camp, 
seven 
miles away. 
Hardin begged the general 
to allow him to return 
with 
fresh 
troops, but Harmar declined, and the 
weary march to Fort Washington was 
taken up. 


'•As soon as the whites were gone— 
183 of them lay dead on the battlefield 
of Lakeside, or were missing from the 
ranks for other reasons—the Indians as- 
sembled 
and 
proceeded 
to 
Detroit, 
where their parades and dances, while 
e.xhibiting tiie scalps of their victims, 
occupied several days. 


".'\nd then came St. Clair and Wayne 
—but that is another storv."

Something About Dover, a 
Target for Bombs from 
the Zeppelins. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. lU.—"Dover, 
where 
German 
seaplanes 
have 
lately 
been showering high explosives, might 
bo called the 'business end' of the Brit-, 
ish empire toward the continent; loi* 
when 
England 
wars 
in 
Europe 
her 
troops 
set 
out 
from Dover's 
harbor, 
whence they have 
gone to Germany, 
France, Holland, Italy, Spain and Bel- 
gium in centuries past, and whence they 
are leaving today in an undiminishing 
stream 
for scores of 
battlefields 
dia- 
tributed clean across the continent from 
the ocean to the BlacK Sea," begins a 
Drimer on war geogiaphy just 
issued 
by the National Geographic society at 
Washington. 


"The city occupies a narrow break in 
the famous channel chalk cliffs, and its 
harbor-is formed by a grand enclostue 
of the waters of the Straits of Dover 
by more than 
a mile of piers. 
Tho 
chalk cliffs arc honey-combed with mili- 
tary works, hidden . guns and batteries 
and galleries through the rock. 
The 
fortification of this point, where Eng- 
land and continental Europe approach 
nearest to one another, has been done 
as thoroughly a.^ military ingenuity can 
devise. 
Beside» the works built into 
the cliffs, the harbor is guarded by a 
modern 
redoubt. 
Fort 
Burgoyne, 
and 
other fortification-circuits. 
It 
has al- 
ways been a favorite worry w-ith Eng- 
lishmen to' dream of invasion via the 
Straits and Dover. 


"So, keenly 
have 
Englishmen 
felt 
about the subject since the days of the 
Northmen pirates, t^iat they have sev- 
eral times refused to consider seriously 
a project for linking Dover with Calais 
by tubes under the channel to France,

One 
company formed for the construction of 
Buch a drj'-laad way between 
Europe 
and England did manage to get some 
lengthy reports mad^ to parliament, in

tubes, 
for 
tlieir flooding from Dover in case of an 
outbreak 
of 
hostilities 
between 
Brit- 
annia and any European • power.

idea, however, was dropped as a danger- 
ous one. 


"Roman shipping visited Dover's port, 
ami, probably,' the 
Phoenicians 
before 
Roman times traded there. 
Tiie harbo" 
was fortified in the 4th century, and 
the oriijinal defense.-^ iiave. been kept up- 
to-date ever since. 
The battle of Dover 
was fought off the harbor of the tov.-n, 
August 21. 1217. 
Eustace the 
Monk, 
adventurer-pirate and .soldier of fortune, 
iu comjnand of a great French flotiUa 
to aid tho English bartms against their 
king, was severely beaten in this sea- 
fight 
by the much smaller Dover 
fleet. 
The Battle of Dover ranks as l^ig.h «n 
the annals of British »victories on the 
sea against odds as that engagement in 
which the Armnda was flriven off."

light and Powor Company, (then owned by a number of the most prominent 
citizens and business men of this city), whose property, contracts and fran- 
chises were .subse((uently purchased and acquired by the Fort/Wayne & Wa- 
bash N'allcy Traction Company, which continued to furnish the street lighting 
under this contract until the construction of the Municipal Plant. 


That contract provided for the payment of $70.00 per arc lamp per annum, 
which iiichuiod not only the electric energy for light, but also the lighting, ex- 
tinguishing and trimming of lamps and the furnishing, maintaining and re- 
pairing of the polos, wires and lamps. The chaige of $53.00 per arc lamp per 
annum to the tax-payers by the Municipal Plant is for electric energy only; 
the cost of maintenance, repairs and other operating expense are included in 
the operating expenses of the entire plant. When such expenses are separated 
from the wiiole operating expenses, it will be shown by the books of the Munic- 
ipal Plant that The cost of maintenance,'repairs and operation of the arc lamps 
will amount to $10.00 per arc lamp per annum. 


That conti-act also contained the following provisions, curiously omitted 
from consideration in the estimate of costs made by the Secretary of the Light 
Depai'tjnent, io-wit: 


"ir any of the lamps do not burn during said time aforesaid, 
said City is to have a pro rata credit on the amount due said second^ 
party at the end of the month, and it is agreed that the police of said 
• City ai'e to report, monthly, all lamps not burning on their routes or 
beats, and tlie time said lamps are out, and the proportionate credit 
aforesaid is to be given according to the report of said police, which 
is to be taken as conclusive." 


When the Traction Company furnished the street lighting, the City de- 
ducted and withheld from the contract price the pro rata amount for all out- 
ages, and the report of such outages made by the police to the City was, by 
the terms of the contract, made conclusive. Outages do, and will occur, with 
every form of arc lamp used, and frequently occur and often for long periods 
of time, m the Municipal street arc lamps., This can be verified by any observ- 
ing person living near them. No deduction, hoAvever, is made from the price 
of $53.00 per arc lamp charged by the City for such outages of its OAvn lamps. 
Again, during the time the Traction Company furnished the city lighting, the 
City levied and collected a tax of $1.00 per pole on each and every pole main- 
tained by the Traction Company, Avhich Avas paid by- the Company, not because 
it Avas legally bound to do so, but on account of the contract Avith the City for 
the public lighting. 


The folloAving is an exact statement of the number of arc lamps furnished 
and operated by the Traction Company for lighting the streets during the year 
1907, tiie deduction for outages Avithheld by the City, the actual monthly pay- 
ments made by the City therefor, and the amount of pole tax paid by the Com- 
pany as shown by the books of both tlic City and the Traction Company, which 
canMje verified by an examination of such books:

Instead of a saving of $11,164.30 as claimed in the Secret^'s report. 
Again, the arc lamps furnished and operated by the Traction Company in- 
1907 were 9.6 ampere Wood Arc Lamps of 850 candle poAver, consuming 450- 
watts at the lamp terminals, while the arc lamps now used and operated by the 
City are only 4 ampere arc lamps of 600 candle power, consuming 320-watts 
per hour at th& lamp terminals. The price therefore charged and received by 
the City per kilowatt (which is the universal unit of measure for electric en- 
ergy) for public lighting,, is considerably higher than the amount received by 
\the Traction Company per kilo^vatt for such lighting during the year 1907. 


According to the books of the Municipal Light Department, the arc lamp 
consumption for the year 1915 was 963,220 kiloAvatt hours, metered at the 
power station. There Avere operated, 663-suspended type arc lamps at $53.00 
per year, and 189 ornamental type arc lamps at $56.50 per year, Avhich 
amounts to $45,817.00, or .0476 cents per kilowatt hour, Avhile at the same time 
they supplied some small consumers, consuming less than 400 kiloAvatt hours 
per month (or 4,800 kiloAvatt hours per year), metered at the place of con- 
sumption, at the rate of .0277 cents per kilowatt hour, if the line and trans- 
former losses resulting in the transformation and transmission of the electric 
energy supplied for public lighting metered at the power station are taken 
into consideration,ithe charge to these small consumers is less than one-half the 
charge for public lighting to tax-payers, Avhose money built the Municipal 
Plant and pays for the public lighting. 


In vieAV of the foregoing statements, AVC beg to submit for your consider- 
ation tie folloAving proposals: 


First: We will furnish electric energy at our power station on Spy Run 
Avenue, necessary for the operation of the folloAving lamps now in sendee: 


670 4-ampere Magnetite Arc Lamps, suspended tfpe, to be 
burned on what is known as "The PhiladelpUa Moon 
l4ght Schedule," being a total of 2,000 hours per year, 
and 


189—4-ampere Magnetite Arc Lamps of the inverted type on 
ornamental posts now in service; 63 of these lamps 
burning all night every night from one-half hour after 
Sun down until one-half hour before sun rise; 126 lamps 
burning every night from one-half hour after sun 
set until 12:00 o'clock mid-night, and 


255—Ornamental cluster posts, consisting of 1-60 and 4-40 
watt Mazda Lamp^, burning 1-60 watt lamp on the top of 
these posts all night every night from one-half hour 
after sun set to one-half hour before sun rise; burning 
4-40 watt Mazda lamps on each post every night from 
one-half hour after sun set until mid-night. 
Which constitutes the same number of lamps as are now 
in service, for the total sum of $12,000.00 per annum, 
pa3rable one-twelfth monthly. 


Second; We will furnish the electric energy at our power station 
on Spy Run Avenue, necessary for the following lamps, now in service; 


670 4-ampere Magnetite Arc Lamps, suspended type, burn- 
ing all night every night from one-half hour after sun 
set to one-half hour before sun rise, and 


189 4-ampere Magnetite Arc Lamps of the inverted tjrpe on 
ornamental posts, burning all night every night frbm 
one-half hour after sun set imtil one-half hour before 
sun rise, and 


255 Ornamental cluster posts, consisting of 1-60 and 4-40 
watt Mazda Lamps, burning all night every night from 
one-hal: hour after sun set imtil one-half hour before 
sun rist. 
Which constitutes the same number of lamps as are now 
in service, 
For the total sum of $21,000.00, payable one-twelfth 
monthly. 


These proposals are made Avith the understanding that the Mercuiy Are 
Rectifier sets complete, Avhieh include all of the arc lighting apparatus in the? 
Municipal Lighting Plant at present, shall be transferred to the Company's 
power house on Syp Bun Avenue, at the Company's expense, for the use of 
the City under the contract hereinafter mentioned. The title to all such recti- 
fier sets shall remain in the City and shall be returned to the City and set up 
in its plant at the termination of such contract at the Company's expense, in 
as good condition as they noAv are, except the usual Avear and depreciation 
thereof. The company's line Avfll be extended at the expense of this Company 
from their Spy Run PoAver Station to and connected Avith the City's arc light 
¡circuits at the City's power plant, in order that electric energy may be fur- 
nished in accordance Avith either of tlie above proposals. 


These proposals are made Avith the untkrstanding that a contract will be 
entered into for a period of ten yeai's, and"*in case additional electric energy 
is desired during the life of this contract for additional lamps of the same 
kind, or similar lamps consuming the same amount of electric energy, connect- 
ed by the City to the present or additional arc light circuits, the same Avill be 
ñimished on a "pro rata basis.. The City shall, as heretofore, furnish, maintain 
and keep in repair, all the poles, wires and lamps, the same to be kept in good 
operating condition. 


For your information we wish to advise that according to the rates now 
charged for electric energy only, for street lighting service, the following is a 
statement of the annual expense:

The formal offer of the Fort "Wayne and Northern Indiana Trac- 


tion company just submitted to the board of public works in which it 


indicates its willingness to take over the task of lighting Fort, 


i\Vayne's streets for the term of ten years at a figure which it declares 


•will save the city something more than $39,000 per annum during 


that time, is worth looking into. It is on its face a square business 


proposition, and even the most pronounced friend of the municipal 


lighting proposition will insist that the situation be analyzed in order 


that the people may know which is the better for them—not on 


paper showing, merely, but In actual practice, with all the dips, spurs 


and angles thereunto appertaining. 


The traction company makes the contention that the figures of 


the city authorities showing a very considerable saving in the cost 


of street lighting as a result of the construction of the municipal 


plant arc misleading because of a failure to take cost charges into 


proper account in its computations, and that as a matter of fact the 


municipal service is not so cheap as it seems. 
The traction 


company was reluctant, of course, to see Fort "Wayne embark in the 
municipal lighting enterprise, arid its experts conducted a campaign 
of publicity designed to discourage the construction of the system. It 
is still able to see it only as a losing game for the city. Yet the sys- 
tem was installed in response to a very plain and very overwhelming 
popular demand, and there has been no indication that the people 
have either changed their mind or regretted their action. They are 
still the staunch friends of the municipal lighting idea. 


But the proposal of the traction company is too definite and its 


promises of saving to the people as a plain business proposition too 
important to be ignored. Their figures as to the coats of the munie- 


, ipal system are cither accurate or inaccurate. Either the city or the 


lighting corporation is in error as to the net showing made by the 
city's plant—a variance that arises from the question of what con- 
stitutes expense that should be taxed against receipts for the service 
rendered. On its face the offer of the traction company is entitled to 
Unbiased consideration.

Hall was to have

All of the other troops were to have 
held together and circled 
about the 


south, the east, nnd finally the north, 
nnd thus close in. from nil sides. 


"The Indians, ns expected, had re. 


turned to their mined villages, and were 
so busy digging up buried treasure that 
they failed utterly to discover the pres- 
ence of the troops. 
Suddenly, Hall's 


men, 
disobeying orders, opened fire on a 


lone savage. 
Immediately the Indians 


scattered in all directions to ascertain 
the cause of the alarm. Wyllys, LaFon- 
taine and McMullen, unprepared to ad- 
vance, were forced into the battle soon- 
er than the plan contemplated. The reg- 
ulars, under Wyllys, attempted to cross 
the Mauine0 into Lakeside, and, being 
deserted by McMullen 
and Fontaine, 


who chased off to the eastward, almost 
the entire command was shot down in 
tho river. 
Little Turtle's braves ad- 


ministered this terrible baptism of fira 
and "bullets. 
In the meantime, Fon- 


taine and- McMullen headed off the sav- 
ages and drove them to the westward, 
toward the St. Joseph above Tennessee 
avenue, where the red men attempted 
to escape into tho present Spy Run but 
werc met by Hall's troops. The fighting 
hero was fierce—Fontaine and many 
others lost their lives here—but the 
savages were terribly torn up, and when 
the whites recovered their senses they 
found themselves practically alone upon 
the field of tho struggle.

Gathering together of the wounded and 
a retreat to Harmnr's camp, seven 
miles' away.

GENTLEMEN: 


In the report recently made to the Common Council of the City of Fort 


Wayne by Mr. Jolm Wessel, Jr., Secretary and Manager of the Municipal 
Light Department, for the year 1914, the following statement is made: 


"For a number of years prior to 1909, the City has been paying lor their 


street lights at the rate of $70.00 per arc per annum. In 1909 the Council fixed 
the amount to be paid by the City to the Municipal Lighting Plant at $53.00 
per annum,

A stiitcnu'ut of all the facts and the actual cost to the City per are lamp 


per annum for the year 1907 (the last whole year in which the street lighting 
was furnished by the Traction Company) compared with the year 1914, the 
last year included in' Mr. Wessel's report, is the best and most complete refuta- 
tion of the claim of savings made by the operation of the Municipal Plant for 
street lighting. The contract, under and by which the public lighting of the 
streets of the City was supplied for several years before the construction of the 
Municipal Plant, was made between the City and the Fort Wayne Electric , 
light and Power Company, (then owned by a number of the most prominent 
citizens and business men of this city), whose property, contracts and fran- 
chises were subsequently purchased and acquired by the Fort Wayne & Wa- 
bash Valley Traction Company, which continued to furnish the" street lighting 
under this contract until the construction of the Municipal Plant. 


That contract provided for the payment of $70.00 per are lamp per annum, 


which included not only the electric energy for light, but also the lighting, ex- 
tinguishing and trimming of lamps and the furnishing, maintaining and re- 
pairing of the poles, wires and lamps. The charge 'of $53.00 per arc lamp per 
annum to the tax-payers by the Municipal Plant is for electric energy only ; 
the cost of maintenance, repairs and other operating expense are included in 
the operating expenses of the entire plant. When such expenses are separated 


- from the whole operating expenses, it will be shown by the books of the Munic- 


ipal Plant that the cost of maintenance, repairs and operation of the arc lamps 
will amount to $10.00 per arc lamp per annum. 


That eo'ntnict also contained the following provisions, curiously omitted 


from consideration in the estimate of costs made by the Secretary of the Light 
Department, lo-wit : 


"1C any of the lamps do not burn during said time aforesaid, 


said- City is to have a pro rata credit on the amount due said second 
parly at the end' of the month, and it is agreed that the police of said 
City are to report, monthly, all lamps not burning 'on their routes or 
beats, and the -time said lamps are out, and the proportionate credit 
aforesaid is to be given according to the report' of said police, which 
is to be taken as conclusive." 


When the Traction Company furnished the street- lighting, the City de- 


ducted and withheld from the contract price the pro rata amount for all out- 
ages. and the report of such outages made by the police to the City was, by 
the terms of the contract, made conclusive. Outages do, and will occur, with 
every form of arc lamp used, and frequently occur and often for long periods 
of time, in the Municipal-street are lamps. This can be verified by any observ- 
ing person -living near them.. No deduction, however, is made from the price 
of $53.00 per arc lamp charged by the City for such outages of its own lamps. 


' • Again, during the time the Traction Company furnished the city lighting, the 


City levied and collected a tax of $1.00 per pole on each and every pole main- 
tained by the Traction Company, which was paid by the Company, not because 
it was legally bound to do so, but on account of the contract with the City for 
the public lighting. 


The following is an exact statement of the number of arc lamps furnished 


nnd operated by the Traction Company for lighting the streets during the year 
1907. the deduction for outages withheld by the City, the actual monthly pay- 
ments made by the City therefor, and the amount of pole tax paid by the Com- 
pany as shown by the books of both the City and the Traction Company, which 
can be verified by an examination of such books :

Instead of a saving of $11,164.30 as claimed in the Secretary's report. 


Again, the arc lamps furnished and operated by the Traction Company in 


1907 were 9.6 ampere Wood Arc Lamps of 850 candle power, consuming 450- 
watts at the lamp terminals, while the arc lamps now used and operated by the 
City are only 4 ampere arc lamps of 600 candle power, consuming 320-watts 
per hour at the lamp terminals. The price therefore charged and received by 
tht City p«r kilowatt (which is the universal unit of measure for electric en- 
ergy) for public lighting, is considerably higher than the amount received by 
the Traction Company per kilowatt for such lighting during the year 1907. 


According to. the books of the Municipal Light Department, the are lamp 


consumption for-the year 1915 was 963,220 kilowatt, hours, mctcred at the 
power station. There were operated, 663 suspended type arc lamps at $.")3.00 
per year, and 189 ornamental type arc lamps at $56.50 per year, which 
amounts to $45,817.00, or .0476 cents per kilowatt hour, while at the samp time 
they supplied some small consumers, consuming less than 400 kilowatt hours 
per mouth (or 4,800 kilowatt hours per year), metered at the place of con- 
sumption, at the rate of .0277 cents per kilowatt hour. If the line and trans- 
former losses resulting in the transformation and transmission of the electric 
energy supplied for public lighting metered at the power station arc taken 
into consideration, the charge to these small consumers is less than one-halt' thn 
charge for public lighting to tax-payers, whose money built the Municipal 
Plant and pays for the public lighting. 


In view of^hc foregoing statements, we beg to submit for your consider- 


ation the following proposals: 


First: We will furnish electric energy at our power station on Spy Run 


Avenue, necessary for the operation of the following lamps now in service: 


670 4-ampere Magnetite Arc Lamps, suspended type, to be 


. burned on what is known as "The Philadelphia Moon 


Light Schedule," being a total of 2,000 hours per year, 
and 


189—4-ampere Magnetite Arc Lamps of the inverted type on 


ornamental posts now in service; 63 of these lamps 
burning all night every night from one-half hour after 
sun down until one-half hour before sun rise; 126 lamps 
burning 'every night from one-half hour after sun 
set until 12:00 o'clock mid-night, and 


255—Ornamental cluster posts, consisting of 1-60 and 4-40 


watt Mazda Lamps, burning 1-60 watt lamp on the top of 
these posts all night every night from one-half hour 
after sun set to one-half hour before sun rise; burning 
4-40 watt Mazda lamps on each post every night from 
oneAalf hour after sun set until mid-night. 
Which constitutes the same number of lamps as are now 
in service, for the total sum of $12,000.00 per annum, 
payable one-twelfth monthly. 


Second: We will furnish the electric energy at our power station 


on Spy Run Avenue, necessary for the following lamps, now in service: 


670 4-ampere Magnetite Arc Lamps, suspended type, burn- 


ing all night every night from one-half hour after sun 
set to one-half hour before sun rise, and 
4-ampere Magnetite Arc Lamps of .the inverted type on 
ornamental posts, burning all night every night from 
one-half hour after sxin set until one-half hour before 
sun rise, and 
Ornamental cluster posts, consisting of 1-60 and 4-40 
watt Mazda Lamps, burning all night every night from 
one-hair hour after sun set until one-half hour before 
sun rist. 
Which constitutes the same number of lamps as are now 
in service, 
For the total sum of $21,000.00. payable one-twelfth 
monthly. 


These proposals are mad'e with the understanding that the Mercury Are 


Rectifier sets complete, which include all of the arc lighting apparatus in the; 
Municipal Lighting Plant at present, shall be transferred to the Company's 
power house on gyp Run Avenue, at the Company's expense, for the use'of 
the City under the contract hereinafter mentioned. The title to all such recti- 
fier sets shall remain in the City and shall be returned to'the City and set up 
in its plant at the termination of such contract at the Company's expense, in 
as good condition as they now are, except the usual wear and depreciation 
thereof. The company's line will be extended at the expense of this Company 
from their Spy Run Power Station to and connected with the City's arc lielit 
circuits at the City's power plant, in order that electric energy 'may be fur- 
nished in accordance with either of the above proposals. 


These proposals are made with the understanding that a contract will be 


entered into for a period of ten years, and in casp additional electric energy 
is desired during the life of this contract for-additional lamps of the same 
kind, or similar lamps consuming the same amount of electric energv, connect- 
ed by the City to the present or additional arc light circuits, the same will be 
furnished on a pro rata basis. The City shall, as heretofore, furnish, maintain 
and keep in repair, all the poles, wires and lamps, the same to be kept in good 
operating condition. 


For your information we wish to advise that according to the rates now 


charged for electric energy only, for street lighting service, the following is a 
statement of the annual expense:

If proposal No. 1 is accepted by your Board, this will mean a saving to 


the taxpayers of $39,543.00 per year, or a saving of $395,430.00 for the period 
of the proposed ten-year contract. 


If proposal No. 2 is accepted by your Board, there' will be a saving of 


$30,543.00 per annum, or a saving to the tax-payers of $305,430.00 for the 
period of the proposed ten-year contract, and in addition, the City will also be 
lighted all night, every night.
